Unable To Quench Fire Which Has

Gomel, Government of Mohilev, Rus- 
sia, Monday, September 21.—The ASso- 
‘elated Press correspondent has made an 
investigation on the epot of the ‘“po- 
grom,” as the Russians describe the 
anti-Semite rsiots which occurred here 
September !!, and were renewed. for 
several days. The riots were smaller, 
but perhaps more remarkable than 
those which took place at Kishinef, be- 
cause the pdlice and military openly 
sided withthe plunderers and murderers, 
the “pogromshiks,” as the Russians 
called thém. The troops, eupparted by 
amany educated and well-to-do Chris- 
tians, formed a movable shield behind 
which the ‘“‘pogromshike” ruthlessly de- 
molished the Jewish homes and shops 
and cruelly clubbed such Jews as fell 
into their hands, leisurely proceeding 
from street to street and district to 
Gistrict as they did so. 

The commerce and industry of Gomel, 
which ig considerable; is largely in the 
Nands of the Jewish population, number- 
ing 26,000, ‘Few’ of the residents are 
wealthy, but none are paupers. The 
Jewish artisans incline to socialism, 
®The trouble began September I!!, a 
holiday, in a wrangle in the fruit and 
fish markets between moujiks (peasants) 
and Jews. The wrangle ended in a 
free fight in which many were wounded, 
cne moujik succumbing to Nis’ inju- 
ries. 

The moujiks dernanded vengeance and 
err ployed the foHowing days, Saturday 
erd Sunday, in inflaming the antj-Se- 
mike’ agitation, the leaders being an 
Cfficer named Pensky and a rich mer- 
chant named Petrachenko. 

Jews Appeal for Protection. 

Everybody knew that a pogrom would 
cecur on Monday and the Jews appealed 
for. protection to Chief of Police Rav- 
sky, who summoned an infantry regi- 
ment from its summer encampment. 
Thus there were 1,600 soldiers in- the 
town. 

At lumcheon hour, on Monday the anti- 
Semitic railway workmen, to the num- 
ber of some hundreds, began an organ- 
ized attack on the Jewish houses in 
Seetiovkaya street, sacking them aird 
demolishing or spoiling the bulky arti- 
cles by soaking them with kerusone. Po- 
lice Chief Savsky had placed police ard 
trceops on the Seamovkaya, but they 
acted as though they were intended to 
trotect the pogromshiks from inierfer- 
ence. Jews who tried to cross their 
lines to rescue thcir-co-religionists were 
brutally clubbed with the svldiers’ guns, 
baycnetted or arrested. Meanwhile, re- 
crvuits for the pogromshiks poured stead- 
ily over the bridge leading from the 
railway work shcps. A bystander beg- 
ged the commander of the gendarmery 
to send troops to gvard the exit from 
the bridge. The officer. replied threat- 
ening the m@u with arrest, and say- 
ing: 

“We know what we have to do.’’ 

The plunderers now proceeded from 
street to street, the troops and police 
following them and cutting off accegs 
to the devastated Jewish houses. They 
subsequently visited the Jewish quarter 
called “‘America,” the Konnaya square, 
the upper end of Roumainzovskaya 
etreet, the principal thorovghfares of 
the town and the district called “Cau- 
casus,”’ 

Altogether nearly .our hundred houses 
and chops were wholly or partially 
wrecked, the windows smashed, the blinds 
and frames being splintered and every 
scrap of furniture and effects, even the 
samovars, sewing machines, mirrors and 
lamps destroyed or stolen. The Jews 
who did not take.refuge with compassion- 
ate Christians or concea] themselves in 
ceHars were severely beaten and in many 
cases dangerously wounded: Some young 
Jews, exasperated bythe action of the

History of Killing. 

, On a Monday night in the latter part 
of April last John T. Griffin, who lived 
on his farm about four or five miles 
from town, while sitting in his room 
with his family, consisting of his wife 
and two little children. was shot down 
by some person standing on the outside 
of the house. ' 

He was sitting in a chair, leaning back 
against the foot of the bed, with one 
foot drawn up and resting on the top 
round of the chair, and his other leg 
crossed in such a way as to conceal 
from view, to any one standing in front, 
the entire lower part of his face. 

Directly in front of him was a win- 
dow on the left of the fireplace. In the 
corner diagonally to his left was a bu- 
reau on which was a lighted lamp shin- 
ing into his face. 

Two shots were fired into his body. 
The one that took effect in his face, 
which the attending physician said was 
eufficient to produce death, was_ shot 
from without the room through the win- 
dow directly in front of him. 

One window pane was biown out by 
the load. After the first shot Griffin 
eprang forward upon the floor. While 
there struggling the second load was 
fired at short range, for stains of powder 
were visible and the wad lodged in the 
wound was fired into his back just to 
the right of the spine. 

From the evidence the first shot was 
fired from on the -outside of the building. 
Whether the second was from without 


»Or was discharged on the inside is not 
“definitely determined by the evidence. 


The first report sounded open and clear, 
the second muffled. The state wil] at- 
tempt to prove that Mrs. Griffin fired the 
second shot, while Sam Knowles fired tha 
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Tracks were found on the outside of the 
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scene and were made by a’ No. 4 or 8} 


shoe and were those of a woman: 
Tracks Those of Woman. 

The testimony of one witness was that 
Mrs. Griffin during the night emptied a 
basin of water out of the window on the 
tracks outside and that next morning 
early she attempted to sweep or did 
Sweep around under that window. 

Jordan Dennts. a negro, swore that he 
Was passing up the road toward the 
negro church, which stands on the op- 
posite side of the public road from Grif- 
fin’s house... He heard the two gun shots-/ 
Soon afterwards sOme one in a run pass- 
ed the road about 75 or 100 vards ahead 
of him (going in the direction of th? 
Knowles’ home. Charlie Griffin's (another 
negro) dog very soon after this ran out 
as if after some one passing. Chariie 
Griffin lives between the negro churcn, 
where the unknown person crossed the 
road in front of Jordan Dennis, and the 
home of Knowles. 

A short while after Charlie Griffin's 
dogs barked Knowles’ dogs ran out and 
barked as if after some one approachiag 
cnd quickly ceased. 

Mud on Knowles’ Shoes. 

Along this route tracks were found in 
the soft. muddy places. In the house vf 
Knowles a pair of shoes with fresh red 
mud on them was found, which in many 
particulars corresponded with the tracks 
that led from the scene of the crime ww 
Knowles’ house. In his house was also 
found a gun with one empty shell and 
another that had been snapped. 

The number and size of these corrp- 
sponded with wads found in the wound 
of the deceased and in the room where 
he was murdered. 

W. J. Know‘%es, the father, was in Ma- 
con on business. 

Sam .Knowles, it will be argued, was 
the one who wore those shoes, made those 
tracks, disturbed those dogs, ran across 
the road in front of Jordan Dennis aml 
the party who helped commit the murder. 

The defense will introduce evidence in 
rebuttal of this. A strong effort will ‘ie 
made to prove an alibi for Sam Knowi:es.

EXTENSIVE NATURAL CAVE 
IN RANDOLPH COUNTY 


Few people even in south Georgia know 
that, in Decatur county, in the lime 
sink region, thege are waterfalls of great 
height and beauty, or that in Randolph 
ccunty there a large cave, which on 
further investigation may prove _ still 
more extensive. 

Grier’s cave is situated about 10 miles 
north of Cuthbert in the northern part of 
tandolph county. The entrance is a half 
mile east of the home of J. J. Harden, 
on whose land it is. It was first known 
to the white people In the early thirties, 
just after the Creek war. Samuel A. 
Grier had moved out to what was then 
almost a wilderness, inhabited only by 
wild animals, Indians and a few white 
men. The ‘Indiams lookfed upen the 
whites as intruders, and, of course, re- 
sisted every approach wherever possi- 
ble. On a cold, frosty morning, Mr. Grier, 
while out in the woods near his home, 
noticed what he thought to be smoke 
curling up from a small hole in the 
ground. Supposing that a scouting party 
of Indians was concealed within, he im- 
mediately collected his few neighbors 
and they returned to drive out the sup- 
posed marauders at the point of the bay- 
onet. The hole in the ground proved to 
be an extensive cave and the smoke 
but the vapor riSing from the under- 
ground stream; no Indians were there; 
in fact, it was learned afterwards that 
the Indians were afraid of the cave, 

Bottom Dropped Out. 

A few years after the discovery of 
the cave Mr, Grier was having a well 
dug near his house, which was about a 
half mile from the entrance of the cave. 
About 20 feet below the surface, they 
struck rock and found it necessary to 
do some biasting. A thing then happéen- 
ed which, to those unacquainted with 
the geological formadsion in the neigh- 
borhood, seems incredible—the bottom 
of the well was blown out. Another 
story will serve to illustrate the same 
point. §. A. Grier, the son of the gén- 
tleman who first visited the cave, had 
a fish pond near his house,: which he 
wished to drain, so he bored a hole in 
the bottom of the pond and all the water 
ran off beneath, 

There is u limestone rock which lies 
just beneath the surface and extends 
over severa] hundred acres, protruding 
here and there into plain view. This

|rock is quite soft and contains about 90 


per cent lime. It ig just the region in 
which the geologists would expect to 
find caves and he would not hesitate 
long in looking for an entrance. It Is 
usually expected that the entrance to a 
cave will be in the side of a hill or 
mountain, but here one’s preconceived 
notions are considerably shocked for he 


| gees only a small round hole 2 feet in 


diameter in the almost level ground. This 
opening goes through about 3 feet of 
the rock. 

A drop of 10 feet through this aperture 
puts one immediately into the midst of 
what may well be called the antechamber. 
It is an apartment about 30 feet in di- 
ameter and varies in height from 2 to 7 
feet. The floor is somewhat like the con- 
vex surface of a sphere. The walls are 
rough and show no signs of stalactites. 

Description of Cave. 

To the northwest of the entrance the 
antechamber begins to slope down. One 
who follows this incline downward for | 
20 of 30 feet reaches a long hallway with 
a muddy floor—the mud having been: de- 
posited by an underground stream which 


works its way through the crevices of 
the rocks and finally comes out into tite 
open air about 100 yards from the cave 
entrance, There are a number of open- 
ings from this hallway, but aljl are so 
narrow that they have never been ex- 
plored. Overhead the stalactites have 
taken many shapes, whose beauty has 
Tedeemed the muddy cavern from the 
commonplace and the uninviting. 

Going northeast from the entrance One 
comes to a very narrow passage about 2 
feet high and 20 feet long. This could 
most appropriately be called “Fat Man's 
Misery,” for it is with great difficulty 
that one succeeds in getting through this 
passage even when crawling. But the 
apartment into which it leads fully re- 
pays one for all hardships and difficul- 
ties encountered on the way. This room is 
quite large, about 50 feet long, 30 feet 
wide and 10 feet high, and to it some 
one has given the name “ball room,” but 
this name fs not well applied if the floor 
is to be the criterion. The walls on all 
sides are rough and very irregular. 

The floor is extremely uneven and mud- 

dy and across it flows the same stream 
that was mentioned above (there are 2a 
few fish in it, but contrary to the usual 
ideas, they are not blind). The roof I!s 
covered with stalactites which vary from 
the size of small icicles to that of a man’s 
body. Some portions of the roof are beau- 
tifully corrugated and exceed in splendor 
anything that could be produced by the 
most skilled sculptor. Unfortunately, the 
brilliance of the crystals has been some- 
what dimmed by the smoke and soot from 
the torches and candles of the visitors. 
On the left the stalactites and the stalag- 
mites have united and have thus formed 
great columns. Here they have the ap: 
pearance of a large basin of water which 
was streaming over on all sides and was 
suddenly turned to stone; there they form 
a row of pipes as of some large pipe Or- 
gan. 
« The origin of this cave cannot be very 
Gifferent from that of others. The un- 
derground stream is stiil cutting away 
the soft limestone; the water, percolating 
through the thin surface layer, through 
which ever the roots of trees find their 
way, is still forming beautiful stalactites 
and stalagmites. This continued increase, 
together with the many unexplored pwr- 
tions which will some day be gone into, 
will make Grier’s cave more familiar not 
only to Georgians, but to the people of 
other sections.

Irrigation as a Boom Agency. 

The Colorado Springs Telegraph is 
seriously aggrieved because The Con- 
stitution commented upon the lack of 
equities and the obnoxious paternal- 
ism of the government going 4nto the 
irrigation business for the arid lands 
of western states. The Telegraph 
thinks it penurious, selfish and unrea- 
and oider 
States to odject to the devotion of 
millions of dcllars to the work of 
building artificial reservoirs and irri- 


the value of lands now waste and to 
further bopus those who may go go there 
te take up bomestead and desert land 
claims. 

It was not in our expectation that 
western journals or pecple would take 
our view of the project. They are the 
beneficiaries cf this most astonishing 
misuse of the funds of the nation. 
We wrote mainly to call attention to 
this indefensible stretching of con- 
gressional power over the tax money 
of the nation at large and this dan- 
gerous specialization of the west in 
giving it a bounty that -nakes socialis- 
tic demands look reasonable and right- 
eous. 

The Telegraph tries to analcgize the 
irmgation donations with the appropri- 
ations made by congress for the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors. But 
that 1s begging the question without 
rhyme or reason, The Constitution of 
the United States places navigable 
rivers and all coast barbors ia posses- 
sion of the federal government and 
devolves the maintenance cf them 
upcn congress. 

It was not wpon the plea of offset 
against the river and harbor appropri- 
ations that the irrigation graft was 
imposed upon congress: The ostensi- 
ble purpose was to make the arid 
lands arable in order that they might 
become desirable by settlers and so 
effhance to the nation the income from 
their sale. The real purpace was to 
make valuable millions of 2cres o 
desert land taken up by the bired 
heachmen of speculators, so that they 
might get $20 to $30 per acre for 
greasewood and sage-brush sections 
of iand at present dear at 30 <enis per 
acre. #6 

And even that graft is not ihe wors¢ 
of the story. “Scientific authority is at 
hand to show that the ultimate result 
of the sort of irrigation plaitned for 
the west may be the rvin of the land 
and of those who purchase it at irri- 
gation prices, because of the “rising” 
of the ajkali salts on the land as a 
result of surface irrigation. In view 
of the data produced to prove that 
such irrigation can be only of tempo- 
rary benefit, the becoming interest that 
the western speculators have in the 
pending schente is easily understood. 

We presume that, for political pur- 
poses, the irrigation scheme will have, 
its season, consume its share of the 
treasury surplus, and then fail as oth- 
er like schemes in ®ther lands have 
failed—by the acts of Providence!

Abyssinia is a small country, but 
the percentage scored by American 
cotton goods there is very high. 

The Italian consular officers keep 
their government especially well post-

In a recent report pubiished 
by the T'tallan government, there ap- 
peared the following relative to the 
high position taken by American cot- 
tons:

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Why This Talk of Paresis? 

Under the very suggestive head of 
“Is It a Case of Paresis?” the usually 
conservative Baltimore Sun _ takes 
President Roosevelt severely to task 
for what it considerg his entirely—un- 
warranted interference with the in- 
ternal affairs of Turkey. 

The Sun reepats the report from 
Washington taat the officials of this 
government are seriously considering 
the question whétler the United States 
“will assent to the appointment of 
Reshid Pasha as governor of the prov- 
ince of Brusa.” Reshid Pasha ts the 
man given the tempcrary appointment 
of governar at Beirut, which action of 
the sultan found hearty approval at 
Washington becafse Reshid had dem- 
onstrated his ability to preserve order 
in some other province. After being 
kept there a very short while, the an- 
nouncement was made that he would 
probably be sent to another post, and 
for some entirely inexplicable reason 
somebody at Washington or Oyster 
Bay seems to think this is any of the 
business of the United States. 

Pareis? The Sun fails to’specify or 
give particulars. But it does suggest 
that: 

Of course, if Urcle Sam is going to play 
the part of an all-round ‘‘world power” 
and run the universe, as it were, he may 
think he has the right to ratify or reject 
any appvintments which the rulers of the 
old worid may make in the discharge of 
their royal] duties. Mr. Roosevelt might 
serve notice on Emperor Willlam of Ger- 
many.the czar of Russia, the king of Great 
Britain, the emperor of Austria that they 
must not presume to distribute the ‘‘pat- 
ronage”’ in their realms without consult 
ing the president of the United States 
and receiving his gracious permission. 
Such a demand would indicate that this 
republic is not an ordinary ‘‘world 
power,” but boss of the globe. 


The Sun thinks that if this is to be 
the policy of the present administra- 
tion, it ougnt to “tote fair” as between 
its vassal nations and discipline all the 
other powers as well as Turkey. 

But perhaps this thing ean be ar- 
ranged on a batis of reciprocity. Why, 
for instance, might not the sultan or 
King Edward or Emperor William ask 
President Roosevelt whether he as- 
sumes full responsibility for the, re- 
moval of Miss Huldah Todd from her 
Delaware postoffice? That is just 
about as much their business as it is 
ours to be interfering with the distri- 
bution of patronage in Turkey. Then, 
too, it would be interference in such 
a good cause. The rest of us having 
failed utterly in our endeavors to get 
some expression from President Roose- 
velt on this Todd business, we might 
not altogether resent a few pointed in- 
quiries from the sultan or Edward or 
William.

Rome, September 5.—American competi- 
tion has disturbed even ‘Italy, and I 
pave been successful in obtaining an im- 
portant interview on the subject with | 
Professor Luigi Luszatti, a world re- | 
nowned financier, three times minister of 
the treasury, who has worked out and 
brought to a conclusion almost all the 
commercial treattes between Italy and 
other countries, and who ja often consult- 
ed by foreign powers in their most diffi- 
cult §nancial crises. 

Some particularg of the life of this 
—_ mat may be of interest to Amer- 

n readers. @ was born in Venice in 
1841, of a Jewish family, and, having 
suceessfully studied law, he obtained, in 
1867, a professorship in the University 
of Padua, from whence, a few vears later, 
he removed to Rome, there to fill a simi- 
lar post. He was twice elected to the 


his seat on account of his youth, no one 
being eligible under thirty years of age. * 
Later he was reelected, and still retains 
his eeat in the chamber, where, on every 
question of law, finance, economi¢s and 
industry he takes a leading part, speak- 
ing with flowing eloquence and the au- 
thority of knowledge and conviction. He 
ls the apostle of cooperation, of which he 
is an abie exponent. He has represent- 
ed Italy at vafious scientific and literary 
congresses, and his publ®hed works are 
numerous and highly_appreciated. 

No one better than Professor Yuigi 
Luzzatt! ig competent to give an opinion 
which will be at the same time authorli- 
tative and impartial, on American com- 
mercial competition which in Italy as 
well as in the rest of Etirope is the 
question taking the icad in all thoughtful 
minds. 

Professor .Luzzatti Talks. 

Speaking on the subject to me, 
said: 

“The United States is, to quote the 
words of Lucretiys, ‘the blooming youth 
of the world.’ There the characteristics of 
all the better European races are fused 
together, and connected with the bond of 
liberty and democracy. The result is 
a nation which, from the ecornomic point 
of view, possesses the inventive skill uf 
the Germgps and English, and a terri- 
tory vaster than’ the whole of Europe, 
with all the advantages of diversity of 
climate and rich mineral resources, bound 
together by more miles of raMway than 
the whole of Europe can boast. 

“If this nation,’’ continued the iilus- 
trious professor, “should now provide her- 
Self with powerful fleets of war ships 
and merchant vessels, a thing which she 
could easily do, is it yot evident that the 
economic axis of the world would be in 
New York rather than in London, Paris 
or Berlin? The trusts, which now, in the 
United States, have assumed proportions 
more colossal than ever, and have been 
applied to great manufacturing industries 
and to mineral produce, may in new and 
stupendous forms disturb the laws of 
uniyersal competition. Who can say 
whether the United States is not prepar- 
ing a revolution in manufacturing indus- 
tries similar to that which she has ai- 
ready accomplished in Europe through 
her exports of agricultural produce? 
The ugrarian question in the oid worid, 
with the lowering of agricultural re- 
turns, the consequent economic and so- 
cia] digturbances, the problem of too 
cheap bread; now. rising tn price 16: save 
the agricultural classeg from ruin, and 
the high frontier. duties, originated in 
1879-1880, when the excess of American 
grain oduction first visibly and impetu- 
ously affected Europe. Even before the 
trusts, the protective system of the 
United States was working, as it has 
worked everywhere, to give to foreign 
countries the produce of her national in- 
dustries cheaper than they are sold at 
home. At present, the trusts, managed 
with that self-confidence and good-hu- 
mored despotism, which often accompany 
the great abilities of American producers, 
may be so directed as to crush Here and 
there or to weaken sensibly, accordingy 
to their vwn interests, various groups oi 
European tndustries.”’ 

Appropriating Best Workmen. 


Professor Luzzatti said to me that he 
had been in Belgium and had been told 
by men of the highest consideration that, 
although they could not actually prove 
the case, they had direct information that 
the American glass industry was appro- 
priating to itself the best workmen of 
their country, and buying and closing 
their principal factories which alone 
could compete with the United States. 

““We.are, therefore,’’ went on the pro- 
fessor, ‘‘in the presence of new and mar- 
velougs elements, working like the primi- 
tive forceg of nature, to aid which the 
Americans make the utmost use of science 
applied to industry. Would it not be bet- 
ter for the various states of Europe to 
study these formidable questions of 
American competition, rather than to 
quarrel among themselves about smal! 
details of customs? -° 

“@he United States of America havé 
Grawn from the protective system ap- 
plied to industries nearly all the advan- 
teges possible to a nation which has 
never allowed itself to slumber on the 
pleasant road of high customs duties, but 
with its usual marvelous activity seeks 
by degrees to suppress them entirely. 
With the frankness of almost unlimited 
power, the Unfted States now declares 
its intention to make commercial treat- 
ies, especially with those states of Eu- 
rope which will maintain reciprocity of 
tariffs, and, feeling themselves formid- 
able, they are negotiating the diminu- 
lion of those duties which they find no 
longer necessary. It is evident that 
Europe ought to receive amicably, ,and 
to examine thcroughly the effects, of 
these new tactics, so much the more 
because «he duties on American pro- 
duce being reduced, the trusts will be- 
come invineible as competitors, and tie 
United States, already rulers of the agri- 
cultural market, and preparing to be- 
come thé bankers of Europe, ¢éven 
through ‘the excess of their exports over 
their imports, will also rule the indus- 
trial n.arKet. All this may be inevitable, 
and in that case ‘the United States; in 
spite of all foresight, with regard to 
commercial policy, will take the high- 
est rank among nations. The greatness 
of America is founded, not only on her 
trade and means of transport, as was 
the case with Holland and Venice when

and the Europeans. It is to be hoped, 
however, to prevent such a condition 
of affairs, that the science ofMfinance may 
be called to the rescue, helped by op- 
portune agreements. It may not be 
able to solve this difficult problem, but 
it may at lIcast succeed In delaying and 
modifying the effects of these extraordi- 
nary adverse forces, and be the means 
of developing other forces of a concili- 
tcry nature. But let us hope that such 
@& measure as commercial warfare may 
never he resorted to. Rather let us 
ask ourselves would it not be better, 
in the face of such new and capital 
questions, to regard the details of cus- 
tems as of minor importanee, while now 
they seem to take such a prominent 
place as to agitate and divide the states 
of Europe?’ 

To this Professor Luzzatti replies af- 
firmatively, taking, however, into con- 
sideration the aroused energy of agra- 
rian interests and their political inftu- 
er.ce in several pagliaments, considering 
them connected in a latent yet indubita- 
ble mianner, with the effects of Ameri- 
can competition. The basis of this is 
the difficulty in the culture of cereals in 
certain parts of Eurcre, in competition, 
not so much with the wheat production 
of Russia, Hungary and e Balkan 
states, but especially with that of the 
United States.

This is an illustration of the true har- 
monies of rature, but, on the other 
hand, what is to become of Europe if 
she cannot cultivate sufticient grain for 
herself when the excessive exportation 
from the United States diminishes, and 
finaily ceasts, as m:.st uitimat4ly be the 
case, owing to ircrease of population. 
“Before. the vastness of this problem,”’ 
said the professor... ‘the brain whirls and 
grows confused and we envy the mental 
serenity of those economists who belleve 
they can solve them by simply applying 
fee tsua!l fcrmula.” 

On being asked what, according to his 
Opinion, would be the attitude of Eng- 
land in case of a commercial struggle 
between Europe and America, Professor 
Luzzatti limited himself to answer that 
it is 4n event which it must be hoped 
may never occur and which every one 
must try to obviate. 

“It is one of the gravest and most 
complicated questions,”’ he added, 
“requiring serious consideration, but is it 
rot possible that the British empire on 
which the sun never s@ts and which 
contains nearly 400,000,000 of inhab- 
itants, if such a conflicg of commercial 
interests should arise, might, with the 
inexhaustible resources at its disposal 
in all the continents, seize the opportu- 
nity offered by Mr. ‘*hamberlain’s pro- 
posal to form ‘zoliverein’ of its Own 
with its colcnies?”

Labor and the South. 


(From The Washington Post.) 

While .political agitators and  over- 
enthusiastic, if not overwise, reformers 
are extravagant in the matter of space 
and time they are devoting to the dis- 
cussion of the race. problem In the south, 
the farmers and planters in the southern 
states are troubled more about the labor 
problem than any other issue now de- 
manding their attention. Reports have 
been collected from nearly all the south- 
ern states; showing that there is grave 
danger of serious loss. being gustained 
by the cotton planters and other farmers 
of the south by reason of their inability 
to secure the labor necessary to properly 
till and harvest their promising crops. 
Georgia farmers report that their output 
of cotton will be smaller than usual this 
vear, solely for the reason that they 
have been unable to secure sufficient 
help to cultivate larger areas. While the 
negro has been an important factor in 
the handling of the cotton crop. consid- 
erable dependence has been placed, tn 
the last few years, upon the white la- 
bor. Now it Is complained that the white 
laborers have abandoned work in the 
cotton fig@gis for the purpose of securing 
the more steady and Jucrative employ- 
ment fn the mills and factories that have 
heen springing up in the revival of in- 
enterprises in the southern 
cities. It is estimated that fully 100,000 
laborers. White and colored, have left the» 
farms and plantations in North’ Caro- 
lina in the last year to find employment 
in. the city mills and factories. Similar 
conditions are reported to exist-in South 
Carolina and Alabama and in other 
southern states which have experiénced 
a revival in manufacturing industries In 
the last few years. 

The problem is an important one, and 
much'of the best thought lof the south- 
ern business men is being devoted to its 
discussion and consideration.

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EXECUTORS TO RETIRE 
FOR ADMINISTRATORS 


Alleged Last Will of G. W. Collier 
Thrown Out on Ground That 
Testator Was Not Capable 
of Making a Will on 
October 8, 1900. 


Litigaffon over the estate of the 
late George W. Collier came to an ab- 
fupt end in the superior court yesterday 
afternoon, when a satisfactory agree- 
ment was reached by all parties con- 
eerned and a consent yerdict ordered 
which removes the matter from the 
courts. 

The following is the basis of the set- 
tlement: | 

The alleged last will and testament of 
Mr. Collier is set aside on the ground 


that the testator had not testamentary 


eépacity on October 8, 1900, the date of 


the - paper. 

By this arrangement the three ¢xecu- 
tore—Judge J. N. Bateman, Henry L. 
Collier and George W. Collier—go cut of 
all centrol of the estate, their duties as 
executors ceasing with the signing of 
the verdict. 

The caveators—the heirs who contested 
the will—agree to pay to ihe three ex- 
fcutcrs and their atterneys the sum of 
810,000 in full settlement of all expenses 
and claims. 

Goes to Administrators. 

The settlement means that the estate 
sill now be administered by adminis- 
trators to be appointed by Ordinary 
John R. Wilkirson. Althovugh~-no posi- 
tive statement is meade, it 1s understocd 
that George W. Collier, Jr., and Miss 
Elizabeth Collier, the two oldest children 
of Mr. Collier, the deceased, have been 
agreed on as administrators.

‘Purchase of $75,000 Worth of Yb 
Mains of the Six-Inch Kind 
Causes a Great Amount 
of Adverse Criti-, 
cism. 


The purchase of $75,000 worth of 6- 


inch piping for water mains for the out- 
lying districts of Atlanta has occasioned 
much comment among insurance men, and 
it is quite possible that there may be! 
some action taken to prevent if may be 
the laying of these pipes. 

It will be remembered that these pipes 
were recently purchased for the purpose 
of supplying an adequate water supply 
to certain districts in the city. The ob- 
jection of the insurance men is that 
these 6-inch mains will not only sqpon 
prove inadequate for the needs of grow- 
ing Atlanta, but that it will jeopardize 
the best interests of the business portion 
of the town by reducing the pressure} 
and volume of water by frictional loss. 

This fact. together with other truths, 
regarding the disadvantages of the smal! 
piping are clearly set forth in the fol- 
lowing statement of S. Y. Tupper, man- 
ager of the Queen Insurance Company, 
twice elected president of the Southeast- 
ern Tariff Association, and conceded to 
be one of the best informed personages 
in the insurance circles of the south. 

S. Y. Tupper Talks. 

When asked concerning the matter, 
Mr. Tupper said: 

“Tt is with some concern that insurance 
men having at heart the welfare of At- 
lanta learn of the reported purchase of 
a large quantity of 6-inch piping to be 
laid on the streets in the proposed ex- 
tension of the water works system. While 
water mains of this size may answer for 
domestic wurposes. on the other hand 
the results to follow, from the stand- 
point of fire protection. are likely to be 
disappointing. I am informed that the 
use of the 6-inch mains will reduce the 
pressure and volume of water by friction- 
al loss. 

“Experience has taught underwriters 
in a growing city like Atlanta that in.a 
few vears smal? mains will prove totally 
ineffective and will sooner or later have 
to be replaced by others of larger diam- 
eter. We are naturally interested in the 
subject, and rely upon the judgment of 
our expert inspectors for advice in thesé 
matters, and their opinion seems unank 
mous that the extension of smali water 
mains in’2 city the size of Atlanta Its 
unwise and will lead to unsatisfactory ’ 
service on the part of the fire department 
later on. - In the next ten years we will 
have a population of 200,000, and in 
making. estimates for the water supply, 
both for fire and domestic -purposes, care 
Should be taken not to economize too 
clesely, for we may live to regret it. 

“Chief Jasecr, if I am not mistaken, / 
has advised repeatedly against the pur- 
chase of any more 6-inch water pipes, and 
his last report to the city led us to 
believe that piping of this size would 
hereafter be declined and nothing less 
than 8-inch piping purchased. The in- 
creased pressure and volume of water-will 
result from the adoption of the chief's 
recommendation should be taggin into con- 
sideration at this time. It is an im- 
portant matter for the investigation of 
the city authorities, and I trust it is 
not too late to correct the error, if it is 
shown to have been a misteke. The 
difference in cost can not be go con- 
siderable a factor as to justify any back- 
ward step, and I am sure the city will 
not yo ahead unmindful of the conse- 
quenzes. 

Joyner Advised Against a 

Chief Joyner, while refusing to be in- 
tervieweu on the subject, said that his 
opinion was a matter of record in reports 
to both the water board and common 
ccuncil. Investigation showed that the 
views in the reports referred to were 
against the purchase of any more 6-inch 
piping for water mains, gnd that he fur- 
ther Stated that there was already a 
sufficient amount of his ‘size tubing to 
Supply the needs of Atlanta in felay- 
ing cross- sections for the mext twenty- 
five years to come. In: his reports he 
also states as an indisputable fact that 
the use of 6-inch mains means a reduc- 
tion in the pressure and volume of wa- 
ter by frictional’ loss, This is not in- 
cluded in the report of Chief Joyner for 
the last year alone, but for several years 
previous. 

Several prominent fire insurance men 
Were seen 4nd all agreed that the ljay- 
ing of any more 6-inch piping was strong- 
ly against the best interests both of the 
greater Atlanta of the future and the 
great Atlanta of the present.

edited by Edward Everett. Hale and nae 
lina eelock Stcrling and published by 
the Globe School Book Company, of New 
York and Chicago. The passage from 
which the foregoing was taken was dis- 
covered by Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright yesterday morning. 

General Wright, like the other membez 
of the state school book commission, has 
received a large number of books, read- 
ers, spellers, grammars, arithmetics and 
geographies during the past two or three 
weeks...The first One he examined was the 
Hawthorne reader and he was partici- 
larly On the lookott for passages objec- 
tionable to southerners. 

He had not read far when he came to 
the second inaugura) address of Presi- 
dent Lincoln, which he read through, dis- 
eovering the following in the body of the 
speech: 

“Fondly do we hope, fervently do we 
pray, that this mighty scourge of war 
may speedily pass away.

FOR HIS FATHER 

W. P< Rushin, of Albany, 

Ga. Wants to Don Convict 
Stripes. 


There has come to the attention of Gov- 
ernor Terrell a strange, pathetic instance 
of filial devotion. W. P. Rushin, of Al- 
bany, has written: for permission fo don 
stripes and take his aged father’s place 
in the penitentiary, where the latter is 
serving a life sentence. 

There are no embroideries of rhetoric in 
that letter; nothing but plain cold facts 
and the grimly simple request for permis- 
sion to say goodby to hope and happiness 
and precious liberty, permission for one 
young man to suffer for the sake of an 
old one, for a father’s sake. 

There has rarely ever been such an- 
other request proferred of a goverrfor of 
Georgia, never one just like this, and the 
law and the statutes are silent. They 
provide no means for granting what 1s 
asked, 

This is the letter and it tells its own 
story: 

“Albany, September 2!. To His Excel 
lency Governor J. M. Terrell, Atianta, Ga. 
Dear Sir—Mine is a strange reyuest. My 
father is incarcerated in the state peniten- 
tiary under iife sentence. He has been 
there for eight years, here ig not a miti- 
gating circumstance “sonnected with his 
crime upon which to base hopes of a par- 
don. His record as a citizen and in his 
family was-exemplary up to the corm- 
mission of the crime. He longs tor tree- 
dom. 1 can see no way to Obtain it tor 
him except by substitutionary suffering 
for him. Is such allowable? If so,i 4am 
willing totake his place fora period “at 
least while he has temporary liberty be- 
fore he dies. Can you grant my request? 
Of course I will agree to serve out his life 
sentence as per his life expectancy, 
should he from any cause fail to report ‘it 
the penitentiary at the expiration of the 
lime given him for his liberty. Yours 
sincerely, W. P. RUSHIN.’’ 

The crime for which the elder. Rushin 
is incarcerated was murder. Through a 
business difference he became enraged at 
aman named Lilly, superintendent of 4 
Sunday school at Mtcalf, Ga. One Sun- 
day morning Rushin went to thir Sunday 
school and in the presence of the little 
chilgren there he shot at Lilfy, who ran. 
Rushin followed, emptying a pistol at his 
fleeing victim. When Lilly was finally 
shot down Rushin went up and cut the 
dead man’s throat with a knife while Lil- 
ly’s chiléren watched the ghastly work. 
_This occurred sOme nine years ago. 

Governor Terrell has referred the letter 
to the prison commission’ ‘and it may be 
that the unselfish offer ofthe son will re- 
suit in a mitigation of the fate s sen- 
tence,

Editor Loyless is making the fight for 
high license with his characteristic vigor 
and in his, usual searching. style. 

Interviews with several well known 
wholesale liquor dealers of Macon on the 
subject of high license were pubHshed 
in the Chronicle yesterday. Here are 
the views of Messrs. Sam Altmayer, N. 
M. Block and J. L. Mack: 

Sam Altmayer, of the Altmayer & 
Filatau Liquor Company, wholesalers: 
“Undoubtedly the raising the license was 
the best thing that ever happened for 
the traffic in Macon. It brings it within 
police control and eliminates the dive 
keeper and vicious element. Of course, @ 
few of those fellows get into the busi- 
ness anyway, but they are by no means 
as bold as they would be with a low li- 
ecense. They have more at stake. It 
reduces the number of people who en- 
gage in the business, and puts the trade 
in the hands of men who are more re- 
sponsible morally and financially. I do 
not believe a thousand dollars would be 
too much to charge, but the $500 license 
seems to work very well. The prohibi- 
ttioniats have less caupe to complain 
when the license is high, because the 
objections which they raise are over- 
come in a great measure. In the south, 
the lower the license the lower the grade 
of the bar room, ahd the more vice it 
breeds.”’

I am surprised that 
Augusta has never had it before. The 
Chronicle is entirely correct in its. posi- 
tion.

for euch hire at an agreed pric6 per capita 
per annum. 

Said convicts may be employed at any 
labor consistent with reasonable punishment 
and their physical ability, except in factories 
where women are employed.

ELLS HIS SIDE 


Shows That There Was No 
Criminal Charge Against 
Him. 


Dr. J. W. Roberts, former president 
of Wesleyan Female college, about 
Whose resignation there has been consid- 
frable comment, has furnished The Con- 
stitution with a statement of the facts 
in the case. 

At the time of his resignation it was 
said that Dr. Roberts” attentions to one 
of the lady teachers of the school had 
been mark and the matter had hgen 
the subject of an investigation by the 
board of trustees of the school. Later, 
by mutual agreement, Dr. Roberts and 
his wife separated, she remaining in At- 
lanta and he going to Oxford to live, 

There has never been any criminal 
charge against Dr. Roberts, and in his 
card he produces a statement from Mrs. 
Roberts in which she declares she has 
never believed that there was any crim- 
inal wrong in his conduct. In the card 
are a number of statements from prom- 
inent men in which every confidence 
is expressed in Dr. Roberts. 

His statement follows: 

Dr. Robert’s Statement. 

“Editor Constitution: The recent pub- 


| lication of certain articles in some of 


the daily papers forces upon me the ne- 
cessity of giving. to the public a_ brief 


| Statement, which I ask you to be kind 
| enough to publish ia, The Constitution. 


“Up to this time I have suffered in 
silence, even though I knew that my si- 
lénce was Iiable to misconstruction; but 
I feel now that I owe to myself and 
to other innocent persons, as well as the 
great institution of learning with which 

have so recently been connected, to 

Say that, in the early part of last winter, 
certain prominent members of the board 
of trustees of the W esleyan college met 
in Macon and took under consideration 
the reports that had been brought to 
their attention.

It is m 
honest opinion hat these gentlemen had 
all the facts before them: and I give be- 
low some extracts from letters after- 
wards written by them, showing the 
conch: usions at which they arrived.

Mrs. Robert’s Statement. 


“Nor need I pdotest my.ewn innocence 
Unfortunately the wortyis not always 
charitable. Under cfgtiimstances of this 
sort peopie, asya ruy@ are willing to be- 
Heve the worst and man’s own word 
counts for nothing. it I give below one 
more quotation.

ty unparalleled in the history of «this in- 
stitution; therefore be it, 

* ‘Resolved, That this board hereby 
officially expresses its unfeigned regret 
that Dr. Roberts deems it necessary to 
retire from his position, and sincereiv 
wishes for him a speedy and complete 
restoration to héalth and a large pros- 
perity in kis future labors. 

“ ‘Resolved second. That he carries with 
him our unqualified admiration for his 
scholarly abilities, his business sagacity 
and his magnificent handling of the af- 
fairs of this institution.’ 

“In conclusion let me say that in almost 
every man’s life there are things too sa- 
cred to him or too sad, or involving too 
much the interests of others to admit of 
hig speaking of them in the public prints. 
T close ‘this communication, therefore, xt 
this point. 

“T have tried to Uve a true life in the 
past and J shll continue to trv to do go 
to the end. For reasons satisfactory to 
my own mind and approved by own con- 
science I have, on my owr motion, re- 
tired from the ministry ond have become 
a plain and. T trust. humble citizen, bear- 
ine no ill will ¢oward any living being. 
Moet sincerely, » F . ROBERTS.”
